Sutten Oaks Pabst 3737803 (VG-87), 
our cover subject, is announced as 
the highest butterfat record Holstein 
in New Jersey, regardless of age or 
times milked. Her championship per- 
formance: 7y 2m, 365 days, 2X, 31,829 
Ibs. milk, 4.1%, 1312 Ibs. fat, HIR. 
Her previous production at 5y Ilm 
of 27,854 Ibs. milk, 3.9%, 1097 Ibs. 
fat in 365 days 2X HIR ranks third 
for butterfat for the state. 

Bred by J. A. Sutten, Visalia, Calif., 
Sutten Oaks Pabst was purchased in 
dam by Barton Miller, Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., and in the 1955 Miller Acres 
Dispersal went to her present owners, 
the Walter C. Behrman family of 
Lodestar Farms, Newton, N. J. Her 
sire is Dunloggin Strath Var (GM), 
the son of Lochinvar and Dunloggin 
Mistress Ruth, while her dam is Sut- 
ten Oaks Sexton Pabst, daughter of 
Sutten Oaks Var Sexton and Dunlog- 


gin Fond Pabst. The dam, Sutten 
Oaks Sexton Pabst, was a $4200 addi 
tion to the rich Dunloggin herd that 
Barton Miller built during the late 
40’s and early 50’s. The new champion 
herself brought $1000 when sold to 
her present home in 1955 as an un- 
tested 3-year-old. 

Former record holder in New 
Jersey, and still second in the state, 
is § V F Lady Lea Milord 3530332 
(VG), bred and owned by Sunny Vale 
Farms, Lafayette, N. J. She has 31,907 
Ibs. milk, 1280 Ibs. fat on 2X HIR. 

Sutton Oaks Pabst has a son and 
three daughters at Lodestar Farms. 
Her son, by Maple Haven Master Var, 
is the Lodestar senior herd sire. Her 
oldest daughter in the herd, by Cash- 
man Gracious Woodmaster, (EX- 
SMT), is currently finishing a sr. 2- 
year-old 2X record of approximately 
18,000 Ibs. milk and 700 Ibs. fat.

This 
is the cow St. Clair Dolly Rag Apple 
591146 (VG), owned by Master Feeds 
Farm, Thornhill, Ontario. Her totals 
for 11 lactations are 200,160 Ibs. milk, 
3.58%, 7156 Ibs. fat. The 11 ROP rec- 
ords include four for periods of less 
than 365 days and with no credit for 
interim production above 365 days in 
the other seven lactations. Seven of 
the lactations were on 2X milking 
and four on 3X milking. She is re-

With a new 1959 average of 614-lbs. 
fat (2X-305 day basis) the Thonyma 
Herd of Ernest Reed & Son, Lyons, 
Konsas becomes the first herd of the 
breed to have nine consecutive aver- 
ages over 600 of fat.

Lesson No. 2 


We Lose Them (Consumers) In The 
Formative Years 

4 second conclusion of the research 
to date confirms the impression that 
years are the bad ones for 
the milk business. The milk drinking 
habit is lost by most people between 
the ages of 15 and 20. 
15 years, 79 per cent of our teenagers 
are regular milk drinkers — 
12 per cent are occasional milk drink 
ers. In the same age bracket, only 35 
per cent are regular coffee drinkers.

But by the time these people reach 
the 20 to 24 age bracket, only 57 per 
cent are regular milk drinkers, and 
74 per cent are regular coffee drinkers. 
In the 25 to 34 age group, 84 per cent 
are regular coffee drinkers, and only 
51 per cent drink milk regularly. 
brackets increase, the 
regular milk drinkers continue to de- 
cline (to as little as 40 per cent) — 
the regular coffee drinkers continue to 
increase (up to 91 per cent).

Visiting the Pacific Northwest 

[ had come back to college expect- 
ing to stay only one year, but each 
time Shaw persuaded me to stay an- 
other year and I continued on for six 
Most of the instructors were 
employed on the college year basis 
and had the long summer vacation in 
addition to the winter and spring va- 
cations to do as they liked, but not so 
in agriculture, where one month was 
the limit. The farm and the livestock 
did not recognize vacation time, so I 
was on the job most of the time the 
year around. My salary the first year 
I was on the staff was $600. In the 
summer of 1905 I went to the Port- 
land Exposition at Portland, Oregon. 
Shaw a great exponent of the 
Western Country, having spent sev- 
eral years in Montana, and Mrs. Shaw 
was a native of Portland and they 
encouraged me to take the trip. The 
railroads offered special rates, $65 
Chicago to Portland and return, and 
I took the opportunity to see some- 
thing of the west. I stopped over at 
St. Paul, Fargo, N. D. and Bozeman, 
Montana, for a day at the colleges, 
going via the Northern Pacific. I did 
the Portland Fair in a couple of days 
and started my return, stopping at 
Salt Lake City to see the Mormon 
Tabernacle and swim in the Great 
Salt Lake, then via the Denver and 
Rio Grande to Gunnison, Colorado, 
high in the Rockies on the narrow 
gauge railroad. We rode in open top 
observation cars through the Black 
Canyon of the Gunnison, all very in- 
teresting and exciting to ie.

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I stopped over at Gunnison for a 
couple of weeks with my uncle and 
aunt who had lived there for many 
years. She was my father’s sister and 
her husband had been with the 22nd 
Michigan Infantry in the Civil War 
and had spent 18 months in Ander- 
sonville Prison. About all the food they 
had in ‘the prison was a little rice and 
he would never look at rice after he 
got back home when the war was over. 
Few of the men lasted that long in 
Andersonville and he came home to 
Michigan broken in health and later 
moved to Colorado where he lived 
many years, first as a teamster on the 
freight haul over the mountains, then 
as a prospector and finally had a real 
estate and insurance business. Uncle 
Henry was a great smoker, 20-25 cigars 
a day, and this habit had practically 
ruined his taste buds. He wanted his 
coffee strong and my aunt said it 
took a cup of coffee to make a cup of 
coffee strong enough so he could 
taste it. I had a wonderful time fish- 
ing for trout in the fast water of the 
Gunnison river and_ tramping 
through the hills shooting jack-rab- 
bits. That was a real vacation, but 
in September I was back at M. A. C. 
with Shaw and the freshman 
stock

Broadened Experience at M. A. C. 


During the winter we had a special 
eight weeks short course for farmers 
and I was given charge of the course 
and looked after the registration of 
the “shorthorns” or “chillblains”, as 
they were called by the regular stud- 
ents, their assignment to classes and 
the teaching of most of the livestock 
courses. They were a mixed lot rang- 
ing in age from 16 to 60 and most of 
them were much older than I and 
they probably wondered what I could 
teach them, just as I did, myself, 
sometimes. They were a fine group 
and anxious to get as much out of the 
course as possible and we got on very 
well. There was an occasional “Smart 
Aleck” who came mostly to get out of 
work at home and these were soon 
weeded out and sent back to the farm. 
They interfered with the ones who 
were there for business and could not 
be tolerated in an eight weeks course, 
though similar cases might be over- 
looked in the regular course, at least 
until conditions and failures in the 
different subjects took care of the sit- 
uation. 

Another of my duties was super- 
vision and assignment of the testers 
sent out to the farms over the state 
to conduct official tests of dairy cows. 
These official supervisors were train- 
ed in the techniques of the Babcock 


Test at the College Dairy and some 
of the upper classmen in the Ag 
course took the training and went out 
for the experience and as a means of 
earning some extra money. They 
fitted in well for a two-day test 
over the week end and could arrange 
to miss a class or so if necessary. Most 
of the testing in those days was for 
the seven-day official record and we 
had a number of regular supervisors 
who took care of these tests with 
some help from students during vaca- 
tions. It was necessary to make up 
schedules for these men for a month 
or six weeks on the road and it be- 
came quite a task as official testing 
gained in popularity with the breed- 
ers throughout the state. It was all 
good experience for me and was very 
helpful in later years when I became 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 


During the Fair season we had an 
educational exhibit that covered the 
State Fair at Detroit and some of the 
larger county fairs and I had charge 
along with two or three helpers. We 
usually carried two carloads of experi- 
mental livestock, grains etc., and we 
had a great time. One fall we were on 
the road nine weeks showing cattle 
that had been bred to show the possi- 
bilities of improvement through us- 
ing purebred sires. A group of the 
poorest looking scrub cows we could 
find were selected from an area west 
of Grand Rapids, brought to the Col- 
lege and bred to a Hereford bull, 
and then exhibited with their calves 
and the sire. The cows were all brin- 
dles and mouse colors, but the calves 
were nicely marked red and white 
with typical Hereford coloring, and 
the display attracted a good deal of 
attention. I remember seeing an old 
couple come along and look at the 
cows very closely at the West Michi- 
gan State Fair at Grand Rapids, and 
one in particular. Then they spoke to 
the old cow, calling her Bessie. I 
went over to talk with them and the 
old farmer said he always knew old 
Bessie was a fine cow but he did not 
expect the college bought her to ex- 
hibit at the state fair. I thought it 
would be too bad to destroy their 
faith in old Bessie, and did not disil- 
lusion them, only showing them what 
a fine calf she had produced for the 
College herd. 


During these years as instructor at 
M. A. C. I lived in Station Terrace, a 
building across the street from the 
street car station and _ postoffice. 
There were eight rooms occupied by 
bachelor instructors, and the students 
called it the “bullpen”. My first room- 
mate was Jack Edwards, later head of 
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the Bacteriology Department at 
Guelph, Ontario. Jack was a wonder- 
ful fellow and we developed a friend- 
ship that lasted until his death. Later 
on I roomed with L. T. “Stub” Clark, 
another bacteriologist and a neighbor 
from back home on the farm. He was 
one of my companions when I went 
hunting on my fifteenth birthday and 
I shot myself through the right foot. 
Stub and I had a canoe on the river, 
one of the first at the college. Later 
on they became very popular and 
there was a large fleet. We spent many 
pleasant hours paddling up and down 
stream and frequently went fishing, 
casting for bass. He left M. A. C. to 
take a position with Parke Davis & 
Co. in Detroit and was a vice-presi- 
dent of the great drug manufacturing 
concern for years. Our close friend- 
ship lasted until his death. 


Another Western Experience 


In the summer of 1909 I took an- 
other trip to the west coast to the 
Alaska-Yukon Exposition in Seattle. 
The U. S. Government was opening 
three Indian reservations that year 
and on the way out I stopped over 
and registered for each; first on the 
Flathead at Missoula, Montana, then 
the Coeur D’Alene in northern Idaho, 
one of the most beautiful spots I have 
ever seen, and the Spokane, near Spo- 
kane, Washington. Everyone who reg- 
istered received a number and there 
was a drawing on each reservation. 
First numbers out had first choice of 
160 acres of land and were required to 
prove up within two years to get title. 
There were many thousands who reg- 
istered for each drawing and none of 
my numbers came up early enough 
to be worth while. I spent a few days 
in Seattle and then started back east. 

I had relatives who operated a cat- 
tle ranch at Rock Creek, Idaho and 
stopped off to see them. The Norton 
ranch was about twenty miles south 
from Twin Falls and I arrived just in 


time for the roundup. As a youngster 
I had ridden a good deal. We always 


had a saddle horse, one a mustang 
that my uncle had brought us from 
Wyoming where he used to go to 
hunt big game. It was a great exper- 
ience for me, a tenderfoot, and was 
pretty hard at first in the saddle all 
day but I soon got used to it. We 
slept in blankets on the ground and 
it was cold every night even though it 
had been scorching hot during the 
day. Breakfast was ready at sunrise. 
We had beef, sourdough biscuits with 
sorghum syrup and coffee and there 
was no variation in the menu from 
meal to meal nor from day to day. 
The cook and the wrangler, the one 
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who looked after the horses, got up 
early and had things ready for the 
rest of us. After breakfast the round- 
up boss gave the orders for the day, 
the horses were roped and saddled 
and the riders spread out across the 
country driving all cattle ahead, cows 
and calves, steers and bulls, toward a 
point where we would camp for the 
night. In the meantime the cook had 
gone on ahead with the four horse 
team and camp wagon and when we 
arrived he had dinner ready and we 
were all as hungry as a pack of wolves. 
Variety in the meal was not important 
just so there enough go 
around,

his went on until we got up to 
the higher levels at the Idaho-Nevada 
line. Then the cattle were sorted and 
all cattle considered ready for market 
were held out regardless of brand. 
There were six ranches represented, 
the largest being the Shoe-Sole and 
Norton ranches, but strays from othe 
outfits were gathered up if fit for 
market and credited to the brand 
when sold at the railroad. Young 
calves not yet branded were branded 
as we found them according to the 
brand of the dam. Then not 
ready to go, calves, bulls and young 
steers were driven back down the hill

toward the home range and we drove 
the herd on south to Tecoma, Ne- 
vada, a loading station on the South- 
ern Pacific west of Salt Lake. We had 
1322 head on the final count as they 
were loaded for shipment to San Fran- 


cisco. 


There were corrals two or three 
miles from the cattle pens at the rail- 
road where there was water and some 
grass. Here the cattle were rested and 
filled after the long drive from the

When 
think of more than 1% million cows averaging better than 
10,000 Ibs. milk, the figures are truly impressive.

The year 1958 is the first time that the DHIA average 
for the U.S. has exceeded 10,000 Ibs. per cow, although 
numbers of cows on test and milk production have in- 
creased steadily over the years. For 1945 the figures show 
577,200 DHIA cows averaging 8,592 lbs. milk with a 4.0% 
DHIA cows first exceeded 1,000,000 
in 1950 when 1,088,872 cows averaged 9,172 lbs. milk, 4.0%.

\s our official HIR averages for the past four years 
are given on a mature equivalent basis, we are unable to 
make a direct comparison between HIR and DHIA figures. 
However, the HIR average for 1955—before the introduc- 
tion of M. E. 11,685 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 428.6 
lbs. fat on 55,665 Registered Holstein cows. For that same 
year the national DHIA 1,333,866 cows was 
9,502 Ibs. milk, 375 lbs. fat—a difference of some 2100 Ibs. 
milk and 53 Ibs. fat. There is no question but that HIR 
production averages are higher today, and yet it would 
appear that our Registered Holsteins on official test have 
no more than a comfortable lead over the national DHIA 
average, to which, of course, they contribute.

The fact that the U.S. average percent butterfat per 
cow has declined from 4.0 to 3.9 over the past 14 years 
may reflect the growing popularity of the Black and 
Whites along with the trend to lower fat in the diet. Un- 
doubtedly, too, this breed popularity has contributed to 
the rise in milk production.

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ASSOCIATION (from page 26) 
the Association. This has been espe- 
cially true in the past few years. 
Only 18 months ago we completed 
a detailed study of the dairy industry 
with respect to the position of our 
breed and the Association. This was 
a complete appraisal of every category 
and every phase of our business. One 
of the first results of this study was 
the determination that our space at 
that time was inadequate. We are 
now well along with the building of 
an addition to the extent of nearly 
16,000 square feet of office space. 
Another phase of this study pointed 
up clearly the need for a revision of 
the basic membership in the Associa- 
tion. This question with the solution 
recommended by the Board of Di- 
rectors is before you today as a pro- 
amendment to the By-Laws. 
Certainly, there can be no question 
about its passage because of the 
soundness of the recommendation. 
Still another section of our “Pro- 
jection to 1970” dealt with the type 
of a cow that we felt we would need 
to be breeding by that time. It took 
that time. It took into consideration 
the philosophy of the “commercial 
following” of our breed. We did this 
by setting forth 19 separate charac- 
teristics that were felt to be vital in 
our animals at the end of this decade. 
But when the Research Committee 
and your Board studied these char- 
acteristics, it was immediately evident 
that we were presently able to meas- 
ure and record in one form or an- 
other only nine of the 19 characteris- 
tics. It would appear that our work 
is cut out for us in this respect, that 
is, if we are right in trying to pre- 
determine the type of animal we are 
going to need in the future.

Only six months ago we completed 
a study of the entire fee structure of 
the Association. The purpose was to 
re-evaluate the basis of financing the 
Association’s operations and to com- 
pare the contribution of the various 
fees to the programs and work of the 
Association. This will provide a sound 
for the Directors to use when 
additional financing is required or 
to adjust fees to make them more 
equitable in relation to each program.

Currently we are working on an 
extensive study concerned with the 
further and possible complete me- 
chanization of our office operations. 
This may well require a year or more, 
but the increasing volume of our 
business dictates that we give it 
careful consideration now. We are 
not a bit too early with this study if 
we are to be in a position to handle 
the ever-increasing volume of business 
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that we anticipate and which trends 
indicate will be forthcoming. 

We need only look back a few years 
to single out a few changes that seem- 
ed revolutionary at the time, but 
proved necessary and important to 
put us where we are today. As ex- 
amples we might include the change 
in the basic administrative structure 
of the Association, the first installation 
of IBM equipment, the building ad- 
dition completed eight years ago, the 
change in fee structure to strengthen 
the economic position of the State 
Associations and the restriction on 
the registration of animals over two 
years old. Now you have before you 
the almost mandatory change in the 
basis for Association membership 
from lifetime to limited. 

If we are to continue to serve the 
best interests of our membership and 
if we are to continue to grow, we 
must be willing to make these and 
many other changes that will come 
before the Delegates and especially 
before the Board of Directors in much 
more rapid succession in the future 
than they have in the past. Our deci-

change must be soundly 
and thoroughly studied, but 
they must not be thwarted by those 
deeply ingrained prejudices and mis- 
conceptions about which I spoke a 
few minutes ago. Being completely 


realistic we still have quite a few 
“sacred cows” within the thinking in 
the breed. They must not be tied as 
millstones around the neck of progress 
of the breed. On the 
must all be open-minded and take a 
studied, but progressive attitude to 


contrary, we 


ward recommendations for change. 
You as Delegates are going to have 
to rely heavily on the recommenda- 
tions of the Board of Directors for 
major By-Law changes because the 
Board is close to the problems and 
will have studied them quite thorough- 
ly before recommendations are made. 
Also, in the areas where changes are 
the direct responsibility of the Board, 
the entire membership will find that 
changes are not made without first 
determining the need for the changes 
and then inaugurating them in a 
manner that will best serve the well 
being of the majority of our members. 

This brings me quite logically to a 
point which I feel should be made at 
this time. It is merely a repeat of the 
fundamental philosophy expressed by 
Mr. Meyer in his Presidential address 
last year. Simply stated, it is the re 
sponsibility which rests upon you as 
Delegates to provide our Association 
and our membership through the 
election process with the strongest 
possible leadership within the frame 
work of the Board of Directors. We 


have been remarkably fortunate in 
the past in the calibre of men who

Association by providing sound lead 
ership in this area. 

As we reach the mid-point in our 
Diamond Jubilee Anniversary year, 
there are those who have felt that the 
Holstein breed and our breeders have 
been lucky to have attained this en 
viable position of leadership within 
the industry. For sound reason, I can 
not accept our present position as a 
matter of luck. Actually, I don't 
believe in luck in the usual sense ot 
the word. On the contrary, anything 
which falls in the category of luck is 
more accurately a condition where 
you are in a position to take advan 
tage of an opportunity when it pre 
sents itself. That is why we are where 
we are today. . .. .we were in a 
position to take advantage of oppor 
tunities when they presented them 
selves. Some of these opportunities 
were of our own making while many 


others were not. 


All that I have said here this morn 
ing is in the nature of a plea that we 
continue to keep ourselves ready to 
take advantage of each additional op- 
portunity when it presents itself. We 
can do this only by looking ahead as 
far as possible and making the changes 
necessary to be ready for what ou 
best judgment tells us is forthcoming 

If we do this, our centennial cele 
bration will sparkle even brighter than 
our Diamond Jubilee.

years of age, but our research has 
turned up some very interesting data 
about them as well. One thing is 
clear: the so-called “Permissiveness” of 
the modern American parent toward 
his or her children is no myth. You 
find that out when you begin to in 
vestigate the soft drink consumption 
habits of our children. 

Politz’s researchers found out that 
78 per cent of the mothers of children 
under fifteen years believe that it is a 
“bad idea” for children to have soft 
drinks. with meals — and 67 per cent 
of these mothers think it is a bad 
idea for their children to consume 
soft drinks after school. So, what hap 
pens? 

Fifty per cent of these mothers al 
low their children to consume soft 
drinks beginning at the age of two 
years — the children’s age, not the 
mother’s. And from the age of five, 
almost all children are allowed to 
consume soft drinks. 


Does this affect the milk consump- 
tion of these children? You bet it 
does! 

In the two-to-five age group, chil 
dren who are not allowed soft drinks 
consume about 20 per cent more milk 
than the children who have soft 
drinks. In the 11-14 age group, milk 
consumption by the children who are 
not allowed soft drinks is almost fifts 
per cent higher than for the children 


who do consume soft drinks. 


And this happens, despite the fact 
that their mothers told the research 
interviewers that the consumption of 
soft drinks is “bad for the children’s 
ippetites,” that it is “bad for their 
teeth,” that it “gives them too much 
sugar,” that it is just “not good fo 
them.” Perhaps it is time to remind 
Mrs. America that her permissiveness 
on this point is endangering the 
health of her children.

It’s Taste That Counts 


Despite all of the education and 
communication about nutrition § that 
has gone on in the United States in 
the last fifty years — and despite the 
fact that we have an agriculture and 
an economy capable of providing a 
nutritious diet for our whole popula 
tion — our surveys show that only 
one person in every three gives any 
consideration to nutritional values 
when he or she selects the food in 
his daily diet.

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LESSON (from page 37) 
individual foods for their diets. This 
should make it quite clear that if we 
are going to sell people on the idea 
of drinking milk, we are going to have 
to appeal to their tastes. 

Yet, our studies also show that 
many people object to the taste ol 
milk, although it is not quite clear 
what they mean, specifically by 
“taste.” Twenty per cent of the adults 
who drink milk regularly or occas 
ionally say they don’t like the taste of 
milk, and ten per cent of the teen- 
agers also offer this objection. 

For these sizeable minorities who 
object té the taste of milk, we are 
going to have to promote the taste 
appeals of our other fluid products — 
chocolate for the children, and but- 
termilk or fortified skim for the 
adults. 

Ihe study by the Market Research 
Corporation of America showed that 
buttermilk has some “habit-forming” 
taste appeals that offer possibilities 
in this connection. This study show- 
ed, specifically, that although only 
about nine per cent of all families 
serve buttermilk in an average two- 
week period, when it is served at 
these family tables it enjoys a higher 
degree of individual acceptance 
among those present at the table than 
does whole milk. In other’ words, 
when whole milk is served at the 
average family table in the United 
States, only about sixty per cent of 
those present drink it. But, when 
buttermilk is served, sixty-seven pet 
cent of those present drink it. Thus, 
apparently, once adults become ac- 
customed to the unusual flavor of 
buttermilk, they are willing to re- 
turn to it with frequency. The re- 
search done to date would indicate 
that buttermilk can be promoted for 
the “cultivated adult taste,” and par- 
ticularly for the adult who finds the 
taste of whole milk objectionable or 
just too bland. 


Conclusions

all that we have learned in our re- 
search. I hope they have impressed 
you with the importance of going to 
the consumer to find out the things 
we need to know to do a better job of 
marketing milk and milk products. 
The joint research program of MIF, 
ADA and IAICM is recognition of 
the fact that the consumer is king. 
We are trying to sell in a consumer 
dominated economy! If we wish to 
succeed, we are going to have to do 
it by satisfying him.

Dr. Philip G. White, vice president 
of American Scientific Laboratories in 
Madison, announces the start of a 
$500,000 campagn to build and equip 
a Veterinary Science Research Center 
at the University of Wisconsin. 

The campaign is an official project 
of the University of Wisconsin Foun- 
dation.

Cattle entries 
were short and if we would bring 
down a hundred head of Holsteins 
from Livingston County he would 
furnish free stalls and bedding and 
we could have one barn to ourselves 
and get some good publicity for the 
county association and _ Livingston 
County breeders. It was less than two 
weeks from opening day but we man- 
aged to tour the county and select a 
few over a hundred animals and had 
them on display when the Fair open- 
ed. They were taken right from pas-

During those years while I was sec- 
retary of the Livingston County Hol- 
stein Association I was also serving as 
president of the Michigan Holstein- 
Friesian Association so I was kept 
busy in-all my spare time which is not 


The an- 
nual meeting of the state Holstein 
association was held at M. A. C. dur- 
ing Farmers Week and we always had 
a large attendance. It was during 
these state meetings that I first got 
acquainted with D. D. Aitken of Flint, 
who later became President of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. He was one of the best friends | 
ever had. I joined the national asso- 
ciation in 1911 and attended the An- 
nual Meeting in Syracuse in 1913. I 
went with Mr. Frank Crandall, one of 
the prominent County 
breeders. The meeting was held in 
the Yates Hotel and I remember go- 
ing into the meeting room with Mr. 
Crandall. He had attended a number 
of previous meetings and knew many 
of the prominent breeders of New 
York State. The members were just 
gathering and he said we will go right 
up front where we can see and hear 
everything that goes on and he led 
the way to a place just behind four 
rather distinguished looking gentle- 
men whom he knew. They were Mr. 
W. A. Matteson, Mr. Wing R. Smith, 
Mr. Harvey A. Moyer and Mr. E. A. 
Powell; I was with good company at 
my first Annual Meeting of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 
It has been my good fortune to have 
attended every annual meeting of the 
Association since ‘that time. Mr. D. D. 
Aitken of Flint, Michigan took a 
prominent part in that meeting and 
the following year, 1914, he was elect- 
ed President, a position he held with 
distinction for seven years.

The Michigan Breeders Consign- 
ment Sale Co. had been organized a 
short time before I returned to the 
farm in 1909. There were ten mem- 
bers, all from southern Michigan, and 
the list included my father and Mr. 
Crandall. The sales were held at the 
State Fairgrounds in Detroit in Octo- 
ber and they planned to have about 
100 head. Shortly after my brother 
and I got home from showing at the 
fairs in Detroit and Grand Rapids in 
1909 we began fitting our consign- 
ment for the October Sale. We had 
our cattle in fine shape, all trimmed 
up and looking their best, and they 
very well. After the sale they 
elected me Manager of the Sale Com- 
pany for the next fall sale and I con- 
tinued to serve in that capacity until 
1918. It was a very interesting exper- 
ience and I became acquainted with 
Holstein breeders throughout 
Michigan and from other states and 
Canada in that connection. We always 
had two of the top auctioneers for 
these sales.

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PUERTO RICO (from page 21) 
night when Jack’s plane reached San 
Juan, but things began on schedule 
nevertheless the following morning at 
Rafael Miro’s farm in Carolina, about 
15 miles east of San Juan. Finca “Fl 
Ingenio” (Sugar Mill) it is called; the 
chimney of the old mill still stands. 
The site is charming, the 260 acres 
good bottom land, lying between two 
rivers. All of it is in pangola grass, 
which grows luxuriantly if fertilized 
and provides a green forage of from 4 
to 7% protein. Pangola seems to be 
one of the more successful pasture 
grasses in Puerto Rico. To sow it, one 
provides a clean smooth seed bed, 
then waits until he thinks it is going 
to rain. At this point a field of old 
pangola is clipped and the clippings 
spread on the new field. If it rains, 
the clippings take root, and you soon 
have a nice new field of pangola. If 
it doesn’t rain, you start over again. 

The barns and office of El Ingenio 
are set upon a hill, with a lovely view 
of the cattle on pasture. The milking 
barn is the open shed, stanchion type, 
conventional in warm climates, with 
paved yards, everything scrupulously 
clean. 

A good-sized group of breeders ar- 
rived to watch the classification, and 
Rafaelito’s charming mother (Rafael 
is still a bachelor) served coffee while 
Jack got the papers ready. (Some 
nights later we were to be the fortu- 
nate guests at dinner of Rafaelito’s 
parents, Antonio and America Miro, 
in their beautiful hilltop home in 
\lto Las Lomas. That evening, with 
the lights of San Juan spread for 
miles below their terraces, would mer- 
it a full chapter for description.) The 
majority of the 240 cows at El Ingenio 
are grades, but Rafael is anxious to 
convert to an all-purebred herd and 
presented 37 milking females for clas- 
sification; there are another 20 pure- 
bred heifers coming along in addi- 
tion. Of the 37 cows, 3 classified “VG”, 
IS “GP”, 18 “G” and $ “F”. For a 
first classification, with no previous 
culling, we felt this was a very com- 
mendable score and that congratula- 
tions were in order. 

Milk production at El Ingenio is 
at high level, with a 20% commercial 
grain ration fed at the rate of 1 Ib. 
per 2 lb. of milk. Molasses also is fed, 
poured plain into the mangers, 6 lbs. 
per cow, and some beet pulp is also 
used. This rather high rate of con- 
centrate feeding is due to the present 
poor quality of the pastures, scheduled 
for renovation. Hay is imported and 
fed only to calves, as much as they 
can eat. It is difficult to raise good 
calves on pasture, especially with the 
intestinal parasites present, although 
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the tick has been completely eradicat- 
ed on the Island. Almost everywhere 
we went, we found the same individ- 
ual calf pen system in use, elevated 
pens with the calves on slatted boards. 
droppings cleaned out from below. 
The calves make good gains under 
this system, equal to ours at home; 
later growth is perhaps not so good 
after they leave the individual pens. 

After the Miro’ classification, every- 
body attending was invited to a 
dinner given by Rafael and Arturo 
Rivera at Rivera’s summer home near 
Luquillo. The house is located on a 
hill commanding a magnificent view 
of the Atlantic to the north and “El 
Yunque” to the east. 

Arturo is a contractor, recently re- 
tired from commercial work, but 
presently engaged in constructing a 
bigger, better and higher house on a 
nearby bigger, better and higher hill. 
So far the project has only reached the 
road building stage, really a tremend- 
ous undertaking. It seems the road 
has to spiral about ten times around 
the hill to get to the top. They hauled 
Katy (who is scared to death of sheer 
drops) out of the car more or less in 
a state of shock, and never could get 
her to admit that the view was worth 
it! Back on level ground, we headed 
for the newly acquired dairy farm 
which Arturo, Jr. has just started. He 
has not too many yet, 
very enthusiastic.

Near at hand is another new esta- 
blishment, “San Miguel,” owned by 
Ramon Agudo and operated by his 
son, Ramon, Jr. “Ramoncito” is milk- 
ing about 180 cows, for the most part 
purebreds. He is using a son of Skokie 
Golden Prince, out of an Excellent 
1000-Ib. dam, and recently purchased 
a Leader son, also from an Excellent 
cow. Both men take a lively 
interest in their projects, and we wish 
them much success.

Next morning, the bull stud was 
scheduled for classification, to be fol- 
lowed by the herd of Manuel Gonza- 
lez at near-by Dorado Farms. The 
Centro de Inseminacién is a partially 
government sponsored enterprise, and 
partly that of a co-operative associa- 
tion of cattlemen. Started not too 
long ago, they bred 15,000 cows last 
year, over 70% on first service. The 
establishment is new and modern, 
with beautifully air-conditioned offices 
and a good layout in the bull barn 
in pens and semen-taking facilities. 
They were having some troubles with 
the yards, which were not draining 
as planned, so that some of the bulls 
were suffering from foot trouble, a 
problem which they hope to overcome

soon, meantime classification on some 
of the lame older animals was rather 
difficult. Of the bulls scored, two 
were “VG,” five were “Plus” and one 
“Good.” Several promising younger 
animals were inspected, though too 
young to classify. César Estrada, Di- 
rector of the Centro and Secretary of 
the Puerto Rican Association, did the 
honors assisted by Anibal Gonzalez, 
Chairman of the Bull Committee, and 
his father Manuel, who is President of 
the Association.

It was well along in the morning 
when we arrived from the Centro, 
and by the time Jack had the classi- 
fication and registration papers ready 
to go, it was decided we had best have 
luncheon before starting with the 
cows. Manuel took us all to the 
famous Dorado Beach Hotel which 
adjoins his land. This is Rockefeller’s 
project, and he spared no effort or 
expense in making it a top resort 
hotel. The grounds are beautiful, with 
golf course, magnificent beach on the 
Atlantic, and pools. Hotel is low and 
spread out, interestingly designed. 
The dining room is built in terraces, 
going down almost to the beach itself. 
Food was superb. Everyone is_ bi- 
lingual, as elsewhere in Puerto Rico. 

Back at Dorado Farms, we found 
a good gallery of interested breeders 
waiting for Jack to begin the classi- 
fication. As at Miré’s the previous day, 
he did a good careful job of explain- 
ing the whys and wherefores of his 
placings, since most of his audience 
were quite unfamiliar with classifi- 
cation procedure. There were 69 
purebreds to do, with 7 “Very Good,” 
27 “Plus,” 31 “Good” and 4 “Fair.” 
Top cow was Shangri-la Sovereign 
Hibiscus, who scored 89.

At Dorado the milking herd num- 
bers about 200 head, the balance being 
grades. Manuel Gonzalez, Jr. (“Mano- 
lin”) is in charge of the operation. 
A relatively new project is the feeding 
of chopped pangola grass from wagons 
in a loafing area near the barns; there 
is a serious pasture shortage, since the 
farm contains only 200 acres, of which 
some 50 are worthless for grazing. All 
yearling heifers are kept on a 125 acre 
farm at Vega Baja, and another larger 
farm has also been purchased, to which 
it is planned to move the milking herd 
later. Commercial concentrate (20%) 
is fed at the rate of 1 lb. to 3 Ibs. 
milk, plus about 142 Ib. beet pulp to 
each milking cow. In a steel and con- 
crete building is Manuel’s pride, an 
interesting installation for growing 
hydroponic oats. The procedure is 
mostly automatic. Six days from seed-
